On Monday Santa Ana will use Its 
new grammar 
school, 
named 
the 
Spurgeon school, for tho first 
time. 
Contractor A. C. Black is putting the 
finishing touches on the structure, a 
handsome school building and a val­ 
uable addition to the fast growing 
southern section of the city. 
The new building has eight rooms. 
Beginning 
Monday 
morning 
eight 
grades will be conducted there. This 
building is already connected with the 
sewer on Fairview avenue, the first 
connection nfade with the new main 
laid by the city on that street. The 
scliool house cost about $25,000. The 
schools purchased an 
entire 
block 
north of Fairview between Broadway 
and Sycamore. 
Many School Houses 
Santa Ana will soon let a contract 
for its Polytechnic high school group. 
The buildings alone may cost $160,- 
000. 
The rapid growth of Orange county 
has been demonstrated by the prog­ 
ress in school buildings in all portions 
of the county. New buildings for use 
by the children attending school have 
been put up in many districts, and in 
every case the new building has been 
far better and much larger than the 
old, Increased attendance 
demanded 
new buildings. 
Among the communities that have 
advanced to 
the 
place 
where 
its 
school quarter will no longer do is 
El Modena. El Modena is a thriving 
section, and while the community has 
a substantial school building it is not 
in keeping with the needs of the pros­ 
perous people and the rapid growth 
of population. 
Bids for El Modena’s new school 
home are to be opened next 
week. 
H. M. Patterson of Los Angeles is the 
architect. The building will be erect­ 
ed according to the 
original 
plans 
with a few Improvements. It will be 
a one-story ^nd basement structure 
102*-106 feet, and will contain an au­ 
ditorium to seat 
350 
people 
with 
stage and dressing rooms, office and 
library. There will be two play rooms, 
toilets and lavatories and store rooms 
in the basement. It will have a con­ 
crete foundation, 
cement 
basement, 
brick walls, selected brick 
laid 
in 
white mortar on the 
exterior, 
tile 
roofing, pine trim and doors, black­ 
boards, plumbing, electric wiring. It 
will cost about $25,000. 


In many lines of activities 
there 
have been big changes take place in 
this county in the last three or four 
years. 
A person hardly realizes the 
big things that have been done and 
are being done in the way of growth

strength. 
That prices will

ture is not anticipated, and the prob­ 
abilities are that an 
easier 
feeling 
will prevail soon again. 
The move­ 
ment of prices within the next few 
days is, however, rather problematical, 
depending considerably on 
the 
in­ 
fluence of the San Francisco market 
and local receipts. The tendency yes­ 
terday was toward a further advance. 
The storage of eastern eggs is large, 
dealers say, and this should be an 
important factor in keeping prices: on 
fresh eggs down. 
Receipts were 155 
cases. 
Despite very good receipts—42.831 
pounds—the butter market continued 
firm. 
There was even a slight show 
of strength in creamery extras, with 
some offerings at 35. This would seem 
to indicate that there is a slight pos­ 
sibility of an advance, although this 
is regarded unlikely. 
Prices of some classes of fowls were 
firmer. 
Broilers, fryers, youqg tur­ 
keys and ducks were affected.
